Of GI Student ‘Loafing’ 


In Bitter Battle for Changchun 


Of Lakewood Field Planes 


Dad, Son, 6, 
Two Pilots, 
Are Victims 


Four persons—including a fa- 
ther and his six-year-old son— 
were killed yesterday when two 
civilian planes collided and crash- 
ed near the Lakewood Airport. 

The dead: 


Lt. N. H. Sanders, 34, of 853 
Boulevard Circle. 


Richard Sanders, 6, his son. 

Bert Harris Beiter, of 676 Crest- 
hill Ave., N. E., pilot of one plane, 

Aubrey B. Ward, 29, of 288 Au- 
gusta Ave., S. E., pilot of the other 
plane. 

The collision occurred at about 
500 feet over the outer fringe of 
the airport in a wooded section 
just off Stewart Avenue. 

Wreckage of both planes was 
scattered over several acres of 
farmland owned by M. Harmon, 
according to Fulton County police. 

Hundreds of spectators, lured 
outdoors by perfect Palm Sunda, 
weather, saw or heard the crash 
anid converged in automobiles on 
the scene of the tragedy. 

IN TRAFFIC PATTERN 

The accident occurred, accord- 
ing to police, as the aircraft pi- 
loted by Ward was preparing to 
land and the other plane, piloted 
by Beiter and with Sanders and 
his young son as passengers, had 
just taken off. 

Witnesses sid Beiter’s plane 
crashed into the side of the other 
ship. Both planes broke to pieces, 
but there was no fire or explosion 
as the wrecked ships hurtled to 
the ground. 

Sanders, who was taking his son 
on his first airplane ride, was 
thrown free of the plane, his body 
landing near the wreckage. All the 
victims were killed instantly, ac- 
cording to witnesses. 

The planes were property of the 
Lakewood Airport and had been 
rented for the flights.

MIAMI, Fia., April 14—(UP)— 
High seas running over the grave 
of the treasure ship Santa Rosa,

cated the hulk Saturday in its 
tomb of corals, reported from a 
haven in the Florida keys that the 
search could not be resumed Sun- 
day. A small craft warning was 
out and his ships could not brave 
the gale. 

Williamson and his party of 
divers, seamen and cameramen 
planned to set out into the Straits 
of Florida Sunday night, 
seas died down so that every val- 
uable minute of Monday could be 
used. 

It was in 1520 when the Span- 
iard Cortez loaded the Santa Rosa 
with the idols and golden treasures 
of Montezuma’s Mexican kingdom, 
the old legend says, and the Aztec 
chieftain placed his curse on the 
hoard. He cursed the

Veterans Unborn Children 
Pose Problem, Leaders,Say

GI Joe, Jr., is the latest entry in Georgia’s—and the nation’s— 
formidable ledger labeled ‘Veterans’ Problems.” 

Little Joe hasn’t yet made his actual appearance on this troubled 
scene. In some instances, he is still the dream his ex-serviceman father 
cherished in jungle foxholes or in flak-scarred B-24 gun turrets. He 
is not mentioned in any section of the GI Bill. The Veterans’ Admin- 


istration—explicit and far-reaching in matters of pensions, schooling, 
medical treatment, jobs—takes no account of Joe, Jr. 


But the Little Stranger is a fa- 
miliar figure in recent conferences 
of Atlanta individuals and agen- 
cies; and the shadow cast by the 
coming event of his birth is trou- 
bling a lot of people besides young 
veterans and their wives, those 
persons most directly concerned. 


“Within the next six or eight! 


months, far more babies will be 
born to World War II veterans’ 
wives than can -be cared for. by 
Georgia doctors and hospitals un- 
der our present setup,” Miss Edna 
Mattox, Home Service Director for 
the Southeastern Area Red Cross 
Headquarters, declared yesterday.

“I could only inform the Oxford 
officials that a small number of 
veterans come under the Depart- 
ment of Labor’s Emergency Ma- 
ternity and Infant Care program,” 
the Atlanta officer said. “We have 
not yet been able to find a general 
answer to the problem.” 

The EMIC program, he explain- 
ed, is a combination of Congres- 
sional action and Department of 
Labor policies providing aid for 
wives and infants of the four low- 
est grades of enlisted servicemen. 
Prenatal and postnatal expenses 
for the mother and child are paid 
by the federal government. 

EMIC extends to veterans in 
that confinement occurring with- 
in 280 days from the time of the 
father’s discharge from the armed 
forces. 

“Even here, there are several 
‘ifs’ involved,” the Personal Af- 


ens reports 507. 

“We are especially concerned 
with veteran students and those 
in on-the-job training,” Miss Mat- 
tox explains. “Remember that

New York Moves 
To Correct a Failure 


Only a slight stir was caused in New York re- 
cently by an exposure that human greed and 
man's inhumanity to man is general and must be 

controllea by law. Man himself will not do it. 

This slight stir involved visitors from the South. 

Each year some 12,000 to 15,000 persons from the Deep South, 
largely Florida, but also from parts of Georgia and Alabama closest 
Florida, come to upper New York State to pick vegetables. 

They work an average of 10 hours per day, but often the work 
is for as long as 15 and even 18 hours at the peak of the season for 
the particular vegetable being harvested. 

Children, many of them as young as nine years, have been forced 
to work 10 and 12 hours per day and many have fainted from over- 
work in the sun, plus lack of sustaining food and resultant poor 
health. 

They work under conditions very close to those of peonage. They 
are the migrant persons of whom John Steinbeck wrote in his 
book, “Grapes of Wrath.” 

They have no real standing, being illiterate, migrant workers. 
They move from season to season and place to place. Their life is a 
hard one, enjoying little protection from the law or from society. 

Gov. Tom Dewey, in signing a bill which does not at all protect 
them, but merely requires Tegistration of any employer bringing 10 
or more migrant workers into the state, said: 

“New York does not wish to eat food harvested at the cost of hu- 
man misery.” 

That brings up the question of what is the misery to which they 
have been subjected for so many years. 


It was plentiful and shameful. 

J Even more shameful is the fact it would have gone 
Do Gooders on had it not been for one of those do-good. or 
uplift organizations about which defenders of the status-quo com- 
plain so much. We have these complainers in the South. If there ts 
any attempt to clean up slums, give the Negro justice in courts or 
rescue any white and colored poor persons from exploitation—ap- 
proximating peonage, there are always those who rage against “up- 
lift’ organizations. Indeed, the day after the Supreme Court of the 
United States ruled on the Negro vote case an indignant gentleman 
wrote in to say it was all the fault of one of those cursed uplift or- 
ganizations. 

Investigation by this uplift organization revealed that the work- 
ers are brought an average of not quite two thousand miles in open 
trucks. Some stayed wet for two days in rain. All sat for an aver- 
age of four days and nights on plank seats. Women with babies sim- 
ply eld them on their laps for the whole journey. Many reported to 
this do-good investigation that their feet often remained swollen for 
days following such a journey. 

Further investigation revealed three and four families crowded 
into small shacks; piles of hay for beds, no bathing facilities, privies 
foul and infested with maggots. 

It also was found that the State Labor Department did nothing 
about the working of the children, below the ages of 12 years. 

Farm owners demanded the whole family work or not eat. Other 
threats were: “Keep working or go back where you came from.” 

The company-store plan, notorious in the South, works in New 
York as in the South. High prices, padding of debts and other evils 
match anything revealed anywhere else. 


. : There is exploitation of more or less helpless peo- 
Exploitation ples in all sections of our country. In some sections 
it is on a year-round basis. In New York’s vegetable garden it is sea- 
sonal. It is a curious thing, and a fearful thing, that men will not 
merely do this to others, but fiercely defend it as a right. 

It is but slightly gratifying to the much-abused South to be able 
to point a finger at New York’s revealed shame in exploitation of 
human misery. 

What we have all got to keep in mind is that any such example 
of human misery, imposed by man or men, is a failure involving all 
of us. What is more it involves the American way of life. The best 
way yet devised but one which has not yet been able to reach the 
exploited masses from whom, and only from whom, can come any 
threat to that way of life. 

Failure to recognize this fact is folly and failure to do something 
about it is worse.

Police and Firemen 
Need Co-operation 


Did you notice Atlanta has won the national 
grand award for 1945 fire prevention, presented 
by the United States Chamber of Commerce? 

Marietta, too, won the honors for cities in the 20,000 to 50,000 
bracket. Atlanta, of course, won top honors in her own popula- 
tion class as well as the grand award. 


That is something to be proud about. Both Atlanta and Marietta. 


It is also something to think about. 

First credit for such an achievement goes, of course, to the 
members of the city fire department, to the chief and to every 
member. They are the leaders in the constant fight, first to pre- 
vent fire and, second, to subdue it once it starts. 

Every citizen, however, has an important role plav if we 
are to maintain the proud record achieved in 1945. For, without 
the informed and willing co-operation of all of us, the finest fire 
department in the world cannot keep fire losses down to record- 
smashing low levels. 

Fire results from so many causes, but behind them all, generally, 
lurk those old mischief makers—greed and carelessness. 

Greed gets in its dirty work when property owners or builders 
fail to observe all the laws and ordinances for safety construction 
and safety maintenance, when the temptation of an extra dollar 
induces them to do too-quick work, to use shoddy material or other- 
wise to “take a chance.” 

Carelessness is responsible not only when an unthinking smoker 
drops a still-burning cigar or cigarette on something inflammable, 
but also when he or she fails to clear away trash which oftimes 
provides the tinder for any accidental spark. From such tinder 
many a tragic conflagration has sprung. 

Thus we see that fire prevention is directly a part of campaigns 
for the “cleaning up” of our homes, or business quarters, our city. 


Not a Mere Week not he a matter of come “special week” only, 


Such “weeks” are useful for publicity, for educational purposes. 
But they are of little, if any, effect if the lessons stressed are for- 
gotten at the end of the week. 

“Clean up” to be effective must mean constant vigilance, not so 
much to clean up past accumulations of trash, dirt, etc., but to keep 
every corner always clean, to do away with al! necessity for future 
“clean up” by vigilance that averts the need before it can arise. 

Cleanliness of a citv and all its people is the one important con- 
tributive. factor in low fire losses which we can, if we will, con- 
tribute as our part in continuing Atlanta’s fine record of 1945. 

The city firemen will show.us the way, will respond when fire 
emergency arises, but they should be, at their best, not only spe- 
cialized fighters against fire, but community leaders for the pre- 


vention of fire. 

: : A parallel situation exists concerning the police 
SO With Police department, that organization charged with the 
prevention and detection of crime. 

As with the firemen, by far the most important part of police 
duty is the prevention of crime before it is committed. Apprehen- 
sion of the criminal after the crime, and his punishment, are im- 
portant but secondary to the first duty. 

The measure of a police officer’s effectiveness should never be 
the number of arrests he makes on his beat. It should be, rather, 
the lack of necessity for arrest. A law-abiding community is a far 
greater tribute to any police officer than one which yields a high 
proportion of arrests for violation of the laws. 

I know many police officers of the greater Atlanta area who are 
counted among the best friends of the young people of their official 
districts. Yet there are, unfortunately, others who have never 
made friends with the people they are set to guard and who are, 
therefore, looked upon as symbols of a system to be feared. 

It is in the prevention of crime that the really good 
officer reveals his caliber, just as the really good fireman 
his value by the prevention of fire 

And, just as the fireman, the police officer must have the public's 
co-operation if he is to prevent crime. 

There are few more effective methods of combating juvenile de- 
linquency in your own neighborhood than by making triends with 
your police officer, giving him your confidence, gaining his, and 
co-operating with him when he suggests that some undesirable 
condition—undesirahJe for its effect. on the young people—should 
be eliminated from your community. 

In emergency al! good citizens know the police officer and the 
fireman are their friends. If all of us would make them. our 
friends at all times emergencies would be fewer and safety of prop- 
erty and of people would be greater.

Menace To Peace The menace to peace has thus only one 


source, the struggle of the great powers 
who alone can wage war, and whose every policy is being made 
from a power viewpoint, except for the United States, whose poli- 
cles appear to have no viewpoint, but to be determined by rule 
of thumb on the spur of every moment. 

The problem of Franco, like the problem of Germany, France, 
Italy, or Yugoslavia, is inseparable from the problem of Europe, 
Had we entered the war with a concept of the future of Europe 
from a view of European culture, history, political and economic 
necessities and possibiilties we might, in triumph, have raised a 
banner to which the wise and the just would repair. We could, 
conceivably, also, have reached an understanding with the Soviet 
Union, for instance, for a Furopean Socialism strengthened by 
federalism and westernized by liberty. 

But the American mind, for a full generation, has been repudiate 
ing abstract thought in favor of a cheap pragmatism and relativity. 
Only in the physical sciences, and the technology which derives 
from them, have we been creating bodies of principle and exact 
thought. Thus, we can disintegrate the atom but have no notion 
of principles necessary to integrate societies in an atomic world, 
We have demonstrated utter incapacity to sense or implement his- 
torical trends, or foresee the results of policies. Our European 
approach has been negative—anti-Fascist, but pro-nothing. 

The Russians. on the other hand, approach every problem in 
terms of almost matheng@gtical equations, formulated through ab- 
stract political syllogisms. One such syllogism is: 

A dynamic and goal-conscious minority can always override @ 
disoriented majority 

Disorientation (chaos) serves the dynamic minority. 

Therefore disorientation (chaos) should be promoted. 

But the West has had no thesis except a 


Has No Thesis vague hope that somehow victory would re 


store the prewar status quo—without Germany—a hope which could 
not sustain 10 minutes of rigorous thought, The Soviet Union, 
moving against purely rhetorical obstacles, has no thesis except to 
drive Anglo-American influences out of Europe, and create an inter- 
national feudalism of vassal states paying tribute to the Communist . 
Rome and Mecca 

Europe is thus polarized between the Soviets and the Anglo» 
American powers, with the Soviets winning through clarity of aim, 
while the magnetic European attractions to the west bounce back 
from a political, intellectual and moral vacuum, a state of affairs 
which is creating a total ‘oss of European political consciousness. 

Every country is fearful of its peace from one side or the other 
of the great powers. Their dichotorny alone menaces peace, order 
and evolution toward democratic freedom and humane civilization, 

How utterly unprincipled—in the exact sense of the word—the 
great power struggle has become is demonstrated by the fact that 
while Poland (Russia) presses for a break with Franco, a Soviet 
trade mission to Buenos Aires opens negotiations with Peron, tnc- 
dentally, with a view to re-establishing diplomatic relations severed 
for 15 years,

No other nation with interests 
in the Pacific—Australia, Japan, 
Portugal, The Netherlands, Eng- 
land, France—governs its colonies 
or mandated areas as_ military 
appendages. Even the Japanese at 
least pretended to control their 
mandated islands through a ci- 
Vilian agency. 

While it has not yet been de- 
cided what to do with Iwo Jima, 
Saipan, and other Pacific islands 
which were captured from Japan, 
it is probable that the United 
States will retain control ° over 
some of them. This immediately 
raises the question as to how this 
country shall govern such islands. 


THERE is no question that some 
of these islands have military im- 
portance, although this may dimin- 
ish with the development of 
atomic power. I wish that national 
and international opinion could be 
directed instead to their great 
Strategic value as cultural step- 
Ping stones between peoples. 

If it be decided that the United 
States is to administer the islands 
taken from the Japanese, I sug- 
gest that we carry out our re- 
sponsibility in full accord with 
the basic objectives of the trustee. 
ship system of the United Nations 
Charter. 

Civil governments should be 
instituted at the earliest possible 
date. Economic, educational and 
public health programs which are 
essential to the welfare of the lo- 
cal inhabitants must be planned 
and carried through without de- 
lay. This is a job that should be 
entrusted to competent civilians. 


GUAM and Samoa should be 
brought promptly under civil ad- 
ministration and kept there. It 
will be remembered how the 
Army followed up the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor by de- 
scending upon Hawaii, vi et armis, 
and creating a military satrapy 
which the Supreme Court of the 
United States later declared to be 
im violation of the Constitution. 
Populated areas under the Ameri- 
can Flag should have organic acts 
drawn up in accordance with 
American principles. 

The Department of the Interior, 
through its Division of Territories 
and Island Possessions, should be 
the agency to be responsible for 
civil government in Guam and 
American Samoa, as _ well as in 
any other islands which may re- 
main or be placed under Ameri- 


can control, That department, for

Charles G. Bolte, Chairman of the 
Committee. Mr. Bolte also wrote 
me proposing a discussion by us 
of the matters mentioned in Kie- 
ran’s letter.

MR. KIERAN WRITES: 

“I belong to no veterans’ organ- 
ization and have no complete po- 
litical sympathies with any as yet 
existing. 
group of one—myself—to 
no one else may belong. 
a matter of conscience, I would 
like, temporarily, to come to the 
defense of the AVC. 

“The veteran of this war is su- 
premely conscious of his nation’s 
position in world affairs and the 
vital, undeniable importance of 
the domestic problems co-exten- 
sive with it. It is his business 
and his right. The AVC serves as 
one medium of expression for him 
along this line. He is made artic- 
ulate by his more gifted associ- 
ates. That, of course, is typical 
of any pressure group in America. 

“I do not believe it fair to label 
an organization without giving it 
a chance to manifest its position 
by indisputable actions. To do 
this would be to weaken it pre- 
maturely and to our own detri- 
ment, by keeping out the persons 
we want in, sapping the effective- 
ness of those already members in 
whom we have faith and driving 
the others to an inconsistent posi- 
tion, which they must, of necessity, 
adopt in order to meet our attack 
and maintain their pride intact. 
Meanwhile, as the cleavage, dis- 
sension and mutual hatred grow, 
the political opportunists and ideo- 
logical misfits, who masquerade 
under every virtue known to man, 
and specializing in balancing in- 
terests, move in and ‘capture.’ 

“If that is what you want, the 
best way to get it is to brand the 
organization with whatever stig- 
ma you most detest. 


“MYSELF, I hate branding and 
I hate, in general, the name-calling 
which has become an insidious dis- 
ease to this country in the last 
several years. Nor do I feel it is 
fair in this case. 

“It should be thinkable to all 
professedly tolerant people that a 
rational, sincere disagreement as 
to current issues can exist among 
us without one attitude being as- 
sumed a threat to the existence of 
the other. If we disagree with the 
position taken by the AVC on cer- 
tain problems, let us concede their 
right to take that position with- 
out imputing to it sinister mean- 
ing. If we cannot do this, in all 
sincerity, I say that we are lost. 
I say we have wasted 170 years 
in trying to figure out a blessed 
system for man’s relation to man 
or, if you will, man’s humanity to 
man. 

“The AVC has not yet given us 
anything concrete to go on. It 
has had to work through sketchy 
polls of whichever members could 
be contacted and through the cab- 
inet-type policy-making board it 
set up for self-expression. It has 
not always 
‘flection of the entire organization. 
' So we have no real basis for abuse. 
In June the first AVC convention 
'will be held in Des Moines. There 
ithe majority voice will be heard 
(in formulating a platform of ob- 
jectives into which we can sink 
our teeth in constructive or de- 
structive criticism.

Have Sameness 


TIED UP FOR REPAIRS—Let’s see, now, is 
it two days and two nights we have been on this 
| ? ~ Yiver, or is it 20 years? There is a certain same 
ness about it. At first there was the sameness of the way things 
look, the,;sameness of red water eternally rolling, and green trees 
eternally’ framing it, with never the sight of a house nor a town 
nor a road to relieve the monotony, except once in a great while, 
white hives of bees on stilts beside the river, moved there by the 
migratory apiarists who follow the blossoming of the flowers.
